Neuertheleſle they ſent for foote forces, from 
Serdes, and other the next Cities , and aſſembled to the number of a 1 00000 
men; And made proviſion forall things neceflarie for warre , therather, becauſe 
they ſuſpe&ted the Jonians would reuolt. Zeotychides bauing pur his flecete in order, 
ſailed towards the Berbarians, that were in Mycale , and diſpatched away before a 
_ſhippe; wherein was a Crier, who had the ſhrilleſt voice in allthe Armic, Him he 

commanded to faile vp cloſe to the enemie, and to proclaime aloude, that the 

Grecians having ouercomethe Perſians at Plates, were now come thither to deli- 

uer and ſet free the Grecian Citties of Aſia. This was done by Zeetychides tothe 
endtodiſſcuer the 4ſian Gracians from the Barbarians, andtoraiſc a tumult in the 
enemies Campe.

He foundthe ſiege longer, and more difficult, then any man would 
bauc thought: And theenemy madehis reſiſtance, that way;rthe Conſul would 
tardly haue belecued,he could. For he imagined that all his labour ſh6uld be in 
throwing downethe walls. Ifonce he found paſſage for the Army toenter, there 
would atter be nothing elſe, bur flight and ſlaughter, as is wont, in wonne-Cities.

For thearming, and place of Horſe in the fielde, hee hath (ufficiently ſpoken already. 
The followine diſcourſe is : Firſt, of the manner of embattailing horſe ( wherein he ſet- 
teth downe the dinerſity of vfage in ancient time ) T hen of Chariots , and laſtly of Ele- 
phants. * That a horſe is a kinde of beaſt, that loues man , and i moſt faithfull unto him 
Pliny teſtifieth. The wſe of him is for carriage , and for {eruice in the field, 4nd in 
the ſermice of the field an armie without horſe, ts in a manner no armie. Iphicrates ( 4s 
Thane [aid before ) comparing an armie to a mans body reſembleth the horſe to feete. And 
as the body hath nopower of moving, or rather remoning, the feete being lame, or taken 
away. ſo is the armie ſlow, and wnfit for expedition, that is deft ttute of borſe ;, and may be 
well reſembled to tho(e beaſts, that creepe pon their bellies , whoſe greateſt haſt is with 
little ſpeede. The horſe do great ſeraice im the field of themſelucs alone; and are principally 
imployed in matters that require quickneſſe in diſpatch. Therefore are they fit for diſcouc- 
ries, eith'r of the enemies country, or of his campe, or of his marche , or af other things, 
whereof the Generall deſires to hawe notice. And not for diſtoueries alone, but toſpoile, 
and deſtroy, whatſoeuer the enemy hath growing , to make prey of his Cattle, burne his 
houſes, kill bis people, ſurpriſe his places of ſftrewoth, and to enubarre him from doing the 
like to 0s; tobring ans connay proutjon for our Campe , to (but in the enemie, that he goe 
not out his campe for Ike cauſes , to hinder the enemies march by falling onthe reare_>. 
Briefely all expeaitions of celeritie are for the moſt part deliurred tothe horſe alone. Eſpe- 
cially as long as they are in ſach places, as 21#e them liberty to goon, or retire at their plea- 
ſores. Tet are they often ionned with the light armed, as 1 haze ſbewed. They ofien ioine 
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becauſe we have none, the enemy many horſe, lethi 
thoaſand horſe-men areno more, then ten thouſand men. For no man was cuer

When they watered their horſes in th: river Penevs, the =_ 
 borſe heades ſtorping to drinke made the onskilfull mr Hit de, who ſaw the bogies f men* -y...orqpan tes: . 
Oxe. For it ſhould ſeeme, horſe were not ſo well knowne then , as Oxen, withwhich they 
laboured an1plowed their land. The Poets therefore fained, that they were monſters com- 
pounaed of two diners natures, man and 0xe, or bull ; and that Centaurus, the beginner 
of the race was begotten by Ixion wpon acloude, which was figared like Inno. Howbeit 
Seruius 9:9eth a better original of the name, ſayins, that certaine ſeruants of a Theſ- 
faliaz King ſeeing their maſters Neate, raging with the Brimſe ('a flie that biteth 
cartell) gor a horſe backe, and pricking them with goades , reduced themto their 
ſtables; and that they were after called Centanres, Para kentein tons tauroms,ot 
pricking the neate.
